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DETAILED ACTION 

*** This office action is in response to Applicant's Amendment filed on December 17, 2003. 
Claims 1-4,6-7,9-11 are currently pending. Claims 5, 8, and 12-32 were canceled. 



Applicant's amendment and convincing remarks of record have overcome the rejections 
of record. The references of record, alone or in combination, do not anticipatively disclose each 
and every aspect of the claimed method, or fairly make a prima facie obvious case of the claimed 
method, in combination with other processing claimed limitations, the inclusion of bonding the 
first wafer to the second wafer by bonding the respective metallic lines on opposing surfaces of 
the wafers to create a vertically stacked wafer pair; forming one or more vias to establish 
electrical connections between the active devices on each wafer and an external interconnect, 
such that a top surface of each via has a larger area than a bottom surface; and bonding two 
vertically stacked wafer pairs together by bonding the vias of a first vertically stacked wafer pair 
corresponding to the vias of a second vertically stacked wafer pair.
